Undoubtedly President Wilson has 
the situation of Russia as well as 
that of Great Britain, France and 
Italy in mind, when he remarked 
that “these hot things that are in 
contact with one another do not 
make much progress against one an- 
other.”

“you must take counsel.” 

ANSWER OF ALLIES. 

The allied answer to this is that 
they can and will overcome and 
that they do not propose to take 
counsel until they have demonstrated 
their power. They poset out that 
Germany has been trying desperately 
to show her strength, to break 
through fhe lines at Verdun and 
other places in Belgium and France 
and that she has gained nothing to 
compensate for the heavy sacrifice 
the attacks have imposed upon her. 
It is asserted that Germany is much 
weaker than she was at the end of 
the winter and they reinforce this 
assertion by calling attention to the 
effect of the blockade. The food 
situation in Germany, as is well 
known, has become serious, though 
the government believes it will be 
able to tide over until the next har- 
vest, which promises well. Should 
the harvest be short, great suffering 
and distress will be caused among 
the German peoples, and this, it is 
contended, will have an important 
effect in bringing her to terms. 

Back of the President's speech, it 
was suggested tonight, was a pur- 
pose to tempt Germany to come for- 
ward with a formal request that this 
government use its good offices in the 
interest of peace, No such offer 
has received up to this time, 
though in the latest German note on 
the submarine issue, a did for 
American action was made, If a 
formal request t he sound the 
allies should h the President 
from Berlin, he would be justified 
in transmitting it to Great Britain, 
France, Russia and Italy, and they 
could not harbor any resentment 
against him because of his action, 

WHAT GERMANY WANTS. 

Germany, however, is not expected 
to move in any such fashion: What 
she wants is that a neutral or all 
the neutral nations shall represent 
that humanity demands peace. In 
this case, she would have their 
moral backing, and her terms would 
be essentially different from what 
they would be should she find it 
necessary to ask for peace. Her 
propaganda unquestionably has been 
for the purpose of putting peace in 
the public mind throughout the 
world, believing that the thought 
will germinate and in the end flower 
into negotiations while she is in pos- 
session of foreign soll. 


OWDERLESS GUN 
FOR UNCLE SAM. 


WOMAN AIDS IN INVENTION OF 
5 NEW MACHINE. 


(SY DIRECT WIRD—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, May 21.—The mystery sur- 
rounding the name of the inventor 
of the piece of ordnance which re- 
cently was tried out at Fort Hamil- 
ton and who was reported to have 
been backed ffimancially by Mrs. 
Frank McMillan Stanton, was 
cleared today when it was learned 


that the man who devised the ma- 
chine” is Dr. Albert Christian Al- 
bertson, an electrical engineer of No. 
518 West llith street. Dr. Albert- 
son today admitted that it was his 
invention and said that a concern 
of which he is president and Mrs 
Stanton is a stockholder, has been 
formed to manufacture and sell it. 

Dr. Albertson called it a ma- 
chine.” He said that it had been put 
through a twenty-nine-day test at 
Fort Hamfiton and that since that 
time a new and better model has 
been made and next week will be 
tried at Sandy Hook. , 

This model contains many im- 
5 over the one tried at 

rt Hamilton,“ he said. It will at- 
tain a higher velocity than the first 
machine and, charged with three- 
inch spherical bombs loaded with 
high explosives and weighing about 
three pounds each, it will be the 
most deadly instrument of modern 
warfare.” 

NO POWDER USED. 

He said that his machine“ is 
constructed of a composition of 
aluminum and copper and has a 
wheel mounted on ball bearings 
which revolves within a frame. The 
projectiles are placed in grooves in 
this wheel. The wheel, propelled 
by motive power, revolves, and when 
the desired momentum is obtained 
the projectiles are automatically re- 
leased by a mechanical device and 
hurled at the mark against which 
they are sighted. Thus it is smoke- 
less, noiseless and without barrel or 


muazzie. 

“At the Fort Hamilton tests, Capt. 
William Carpenter, U.S. A., compiled 
a table of distances based upon 
wheel revolutions,” Dr. Albertson 
ald. “At 200 revolutions of the 
wheel per minute, the profectile was 
hurled 11.4 yards, and at 3000 revo- 
lutions a minute the ball attained a 
velocity of 497.50 feet a second and 
carried a distance of 2565.3 yards. 
A projectile may be thrown any dis- 
tance desired, according to the speed 
of the wheel.” 

Within the groove are places for 
fourteen bombs. 

TWO MEN RUN IT. 

“These bombs can be released 
within three or four seconds, or can 
be fired at the will of the operator,” 
he said. “Two men can handle the 
machine, which weighs about 400 
pounds and is three feet long, twen- 
ty inches wide and forty-two inches 
high. The wheel is thirty-eight 
inches in diameter. The machine 
can be operated by electricity, steam, 


matically released. The machine is 
noiseless and is the most effective 
weapon for trench fighting. It can 
the most werful explosive known 
to science. 

Dr. Albertson attributed his inven- 
tion to the encouragement he re- 
ceived from his wife in his labora- 
tory work. 

“Without her enthusiasm and en-

French Capture Two Sam 
Trenches Near Verdun. 


Teutons Lose Their Advantage 
at Hill 304, 


Russians Say b are Using 
Explosive Bullets.

PARIS, May 21.—The official 
issued tonight, 
reads: | 

“On the left bank of the Meuse 
the battle continued fiercely all day 
on the front between the Avocourt 
wood and the Meuse. In the neigh- 
borhood of the road from Esnes to 
Haucourt an attack by our troops 
permitted us to take two German 


trenches. A small work which the 
enemy occupied May 18 south of 
Hill 287 was shattered by our ar- 
tillery. 

“Immediateiy east of Hill 204 the 
enemy delivered an attack which, 


after penetrating our first-line 
trench, was driven back. 
“On the slopes west of Le Mort 


Homme. a violent offensive by an 
enemy brigade was stopped. ; 
“On the right bank of the Meuse 
the artillery struggle was violent. 
In the sector of Douaumont our 
troops in a spirited attack captured 
the Haudromont q We took 
eighty prisoners and four machine 


guns. 

“German aeroplanes carried out 
since yesterday two bombardments 
in the region of Dunkirk. About 
twenty shells were dropped last eve- 
ning, killing four persons and 
wounding fifteen. Today another 
enemy equadron dropped about a 


‘hundred bombs in the outskirts of 


Dunkirk. Two soldiers and a child 
were killed and twenty persons were 
wounded. 

“Allied aeroplanes pursued the 
enemy machines and succeeded in 
bringing down two. 

“Immediately after the first bom- 
bardment fifty-three French, Brit- 
ish and Belgian aeroplanes flew 
over the German cantonments at 
Wywege and Ghistelles, on which 
250 shells were dropped. 

“German aeroplanes today 
dropped fifteen bombs on Belfort, 
but the material damage was in- 
significant.” 

BELGIAN REPORT. 


“Last night and today the artil- 
lery duels in the sector of Dix- 
mude reached great intensity. In 
the direction of Steenstraete the ac- 
tion extended to an engagement 
with bombs.

GERMANY TO BUILD

cussed in the Reichstag by Dr. Max 
Richter, Undersecretary of the In- 


‘terior, says a Reuter dispatch from 


Amsterdam. Dr. Richter said: 

“There will be an urgent necessity 
for some time after the war for a 
large amount of merchant tonnage. 
I am authorized by the Minister of 
Finance to state that no small 
amount of money will be at our 
disposal for that purpose and some 
thing in that direction has already 
been done. So far as workmen can 
be spared from the imperial dock- 
yardr, they will be employed in re- 
building a merchant fleet.” 

Herr Gothien, a progressivist, ar- 
gued that Germany need not fear 
American competition although 
Americans have reaped great profits 
from the misfortunes of war. He 
added: 

“They have made no efforts to cap- 
ture international commerce in re- 
spect to ordinary merchandise, re- 
stricting themselves to the more 
profitable manufacture of war ma- 
terial. American exports of mer- 
chandise have been decreased to a 
considerable extent.“ 


HAS A SOLUTION | 
OF IRISH QUESTION.

PARIS, May 21.—Corporal Kiffen 
Rockwell of Atlanta, Ga., a mem- 
ber of the Franco-American fiying 
corps, has been proposed for 
promotion to the rank of ser- 
geant as a reward for bring- 
ing down a German aeroplane 
near Hartmans-Wellerkopft on May 
18. He will be decorated with the 
military medal. 

Corporal Victor Chapman of New 
York has been proposed for promo- 
tion to the rank of sergeant for his 
pursuit of a German machine that 
| flew over the aviation camp seeking 
revenge for Corporal Rockwell's ex- 
ploit. 

Lieut. William K. Thaw of Pitts- 
burgh is proposed for citation for 
pursuing a second German machine 
from the camp, continuing the flight 
at close range until his machine gu 
jammed. eut. Thaw also is cred 
‘ited with forcing down another Ger- 
man machine, probably to destruc- 
tion, but it has been impossible to 
verify this officially. 

Corporal Reckwell engaged his 
opponents at close quarters. He 
swooped down upon the German 
aeroplane, faci machine-gun fire 
as he approached. He waited until 
he was within thirty years of the 
German machine and then opened 
‘fire, At his fifth shot the gunner of 
the German machine tossed up his 
hands and fell over on the pilot, who 
also crumpled up as the machine be- 
gan to plunge downward, in flames, 
to the German trenches near Uff- 
holz. After it crased to the ground 
is continued to burn.

SAN ANTONIO (Tex) May 21.— 
With the arrival on the American 
side of Col. Sibley'’s little force that 
rescued Jesse Deemer and Monroe 
Payne and chased the border raid- 
ers 145 miles into Mexico, Gen. 
Funston’s command of nearly 60400 
men tonight awaited developments. 

That portion of the army under 
Gen. Pershing in Mexico has become 
as inactive as the remainder of the 
big border force and so far as army 
officers know, the period of com- 
parative inaction will be unbroken 
unless the initiative is taken dy 


Mexicans, 

Col. Sibley had not reported his 
troops on this side of the Rio Grande 
tonight, but his last reported posi- 
tion was so far north that his arrival 
was hourly expected. 

The Texas militia, mobilized here, 
will be sent forward to border sta- 
tions in a few days and today the 
Sixth Cavalry, that has been in Chi- 
huahua under Gen. Pershing, was 
moving into the Big Bend district, 
where additional companies of the 
coast artillery will be located if the 
War Department grants Gen. Fun- 
ston’s request for more. ‘ 

Reports of contemplated raids 
along the border, especially in the 
Brownsville district, continue to 
reach Gen. Funston, but all official 
reports from border stations was 
that the situation was unchanged. 

YAQUIS ACTIVE. 
(BY A. r. NIGHT WIRE.) 

MARATHON (Tex.) May 21.— 
Army officials here tonight were in- 
vestigating a report brought from 


Boquillas by a truck driver to the 
effect that Yaqni Indians were in the 
rear of Maj. George T. Langhorne’s 


detachment and ina position to 
threaten it. The report was without 
official confirmation. 

According to the truck driver, 
who said he got his information 
from couriers sent to the border by 
the expeditionary forces, Col. Bibley, 
who was leading the advance out of 
Mexico, has retraced his steps in or- 
der to reinforce Langhorne. 

Several days ago reports crossed 
the border that 400 Yaquis had left 
Cuatro Cienegas, in the direction ot 
Boquillas. 

Similar reports were brought here 
tonight by Capt. H. L. Evans of the 
Army Signal Corps. He asserted 
that he had been told that upon re- 
ceipt of some information concern- 
ing a Yaqui movement toward the 
American border, Col. Sibley had 
turned back to the interior and was 

reparing, if necessary, to reinforce 
aj. Langhorne, who was holding 
up the rear. 

Maurauders cut the army 
graph line between Marathon and 
the Mexican frontier in three places 
last Fri night, according to Capt. 
Evans, who arrived from Boquillas, 
where he had been directing the 
erection of the line. 

Capt. Evans said also that one of 
the poles had been destroyed at a 
point about five miles north of Bo- 
quillas. No definite clew to the iden- 
tity of van has ob- 
‘tained. 


Capt. Evans pointed out that if} 


communication is to be maintained 
between Marathon and Col. Sibley’s 
sub-base at Boquillas, that the whole 
line will have to be patrolled with 
soldiers. 

“In view of Friday night's oc- 
currences, this is absolutely 
necessary,” he added. 

Later military authorities admitted 
that they had heard reports that 
Indians threatened the rear 
of aj. Langhorne’s column, but 
pointed out that the reports were 
unofficial and lacked verification. 

NO APPREHENSION. 


No apprehension for the safety of 
the column seemed manifest here, it 
being asserted that it is amply able 
to give a good account of itself, 
should it be attacked by any hostile 
force on its return to the frontier. 

The united column, consisting of 
two troops and a machine-gun troop 
of the Eighth Cavalry, under Col. 
Sibley, and two troops of the Four- 
teenth Cavalry, under Maj. Lang- 
horne, tétals approximately 350 men. 
This force, plentifully supplied with 
sustenance and its movements ex- 
pedited by the addition of motor 
trucks and automobiles should suf- 
fice, according to military men, to 
combat twice their numbers on the 
Coahuila plains where an attacking 
force must travel for days without 
food or water. 

No news was avallable here at a

Machinery is Overtaxed and 
Carriers Doing Utmost. 


Sharp Attention is Focused on 


Labor Situation.

Interest of Steel Trade Fixed 
on War Orders. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. 

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, May 21.—During the last 
month the still rising tide of busi- 
ness has reached a higher level. In 
fact, the phrase “maximum busi- 
ness” now being freely used, accu- 
rately portrays the situation. 

While it is true that extremely 
high commodity prices and the dip- 
lomatic tension are acting to a con- 
siderable degree as a brake on 
greater business activity, the truth 
is believed to be that about the 


physieal limit has been reached. 

Productive machinery is over- 
taxed, transportation systems, both 
land and water, are doing their ut- 
most. Locally, as elsewhere. atten- 
tion is sharply focused on the labor 
situation, 

Shortage has given the demands 
sometimes excessive— of the work- 
men more weight, and besides. 
there are the high wages paid by 
munitions manufacturers and others 
enjoying huge profits from war busi- 
ness. 

The voluntary action of the Steel 
Corporation in making its second 
increase this year and the raising 
of the wage schedules in both the 
anthracite and bituminous coal in- 

ustries is significant, in that em- 
ployers who are able to add in- 
creased labor charges to the price 
of their products are prepared” to 
give labor its share im the prevail- 
ing prosperity. 

Unfortunately, however, the de- 
mands of laber are directed with 
equal force toward the railroads and 
other public utilities, whose rates 
are under the control of commis- 
sions and therefore are toe rigid 
for a satisfactory solution of the 
labor difficulty. 


PLETHORA OF CASH. 


In explanation of this state of af- 
it may be pointed out that 
the war has been largely responsible 
for the plentiful supply of cash. 
‘Not only contracts placed by for- 
eign governments on cash terms 
have brought into the country a vast 
amount of circulating capital, but 
the private credits opened with 
American banks by foreign banks 
and commercial houses have tended 
to augment further the supply, as 
was indicated by the phenomenal 
increase of bank deposits in the last 
year and a half. 

Moreover, in the period of liqui- 
dation, which prevailed almost up 
to the close of 1914, large amounts 
of cash were released from busi- 
ness, which are now again avail- 


In some banking quarters it is 
believed that the increasing use of 
trade acceptances has had some- 
thing to do with the restricted bor- 
rowing on one-name paper in the 
public market. 

It appears that jobbers and other 
large commercial houses are more 
and more inclined to draw on their 
customers for the invoice amount 
of the goods sold to the latter and 
to reimburse themselves by selling 
the accepted drafts. One geason 
for the growing popularity of the 
trade acceptance is the fact that 
they can virtually be converted into 
prime bank acceptances and there- 
by command extremely low rates, 
in some instances over 1 per cent..

LONDON, May 21.—Great Britain 
lost an hour this morning between 
2 and 3 o'clock through the inaugu- 
ration of the daylight saving experi- 
ment. Two o'clock Sunday morning 
was chosen as the time of the 
change on the representation’ of rail- 
road companies as fewer trains are 
then running. At that hour clocks 
in stations, signal boxes and tele- 
graph offices throughout the country 
were changed, by the men in charge. 

A few long-distance trains, which 
were running at the time of change, 
will arrive an hour late, but ar- 
rangements have been made for 
connecting trains at junctions to 
wait for them. Time tables were 
not altered and everything continues

ED IMMIGRANT 


GRAVE PROBLEM FOR US. 


State Commission of Immigration and Housing, ‘As- 
sisted by Federated Woman's Clubs and Daughters of 
the American Revolution Strives for Education of 
Newly-arrived and Improved Conditions of Living.

port of the State Commission of Im- 
migration and Housing, issued yes- 
terday. 

The situation is made acute by the 
indications that the end of the war 
is not far off. In a speech at the 
National Conference of Charities 
and Corrections at Indianapolis last 
week Commissioner of Immigration 
Caminetti stated that 1,000,000 Eur- 
opeans will enter America as im- 
migrants in the first year after 
peace is declared. With the canal 
in operation, and the past record 
of California in view, it is certain 
that an enormous number of these 
refugees from the deluge will find 
their way into this State. What are 
we going to do with them? 

It is stated jn the commission's 
report that California ranks fourth 
among all the States as to the num- 
ber of immigrants arriving last 
year, and it is indicated that this 
State has been active in practical 
“Americanization” work among 
these newcomers, while in the East 
there have been many “abstract dis- 
cussions of the problems of the hy- 
phenated Americans and immigrant 
Assimilation.“ The report contains 
396 pages and covers a wide field of 
investigation of existing conditions 
among the immigrants. 

Pians for performing the routine 
work of the commission has been 
considerably improved during the 
year, according to the report, and 
amendments to the State tenement- 
house and labor camp sanitation 
laws by the Le ature of 1915 gave 
the commission direct powers of en- 


forcement, which make it possible 
fields 


to accomplish results in these 
with much less effort. 


CAMPS IMPROVED. 
It is estimated by the commission 


that between 1000 and 1500 labor 
camps are in operation in this 
State, exclusive of the labor forces 
on farms and ranches, and that the 


total population of the camps dur- 


ing most of the year is 75,000. Of 
the some 40,000 laborers inspected 
in camps 51.3 per cent. are now 


housed in good camps, against 35.5 
per cent. in 1915. Of the 663 camps, 


under the classification given in the 


last annual report of the commis- 
sion, 46 per cent. are listed as good, 
35 per cent. as fair, and 19 per cent. 
bad, an increase of 12.1 per cent. 


in the good camps and a decrease 


of 11 per cent. in the bad. 
But, despite the improvements, 


the commission reports “conditions 


are still far from ideal, as a result 
of the lack of bathing facilities, 
screens, garbage containers and 
other necessaries In the camps. 


The rapid turnover of laborers 


under the present system is given 
as a serious handicap to employers. 
It is shown that this monthly turn- 


iii over in railroad camps amounts to 
101.7 per cent. of the total force 
‘employed; 


highway and grading 
camps, 78 per cent., and in construc- 
tion camps, per cent. There- 
fore, it is necessary to employ 12,- 
000 men during the year in order to 


Hi; retain a working force of 1000. 


According to the report, the aver- 
4 te received 
by skllled workers, who constitute 


about 28 per cent. of all camp or 


migratory labor. The average low 


wage of $2.21 applies among 72 per 
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railroad and beet camps, and the 
highest wages to laborers in oil 
cam ps. 

FROM MANY LANDS, 

More than forty different nation- 
alities were represented in the labor 
camps inspected in this State last 
year, and 45.7 per cent. of the total 
population of these camps were 
men of foreign birth. 

There is no law, the report says, 
requiring the registration of labor 
camps, and as a result much time 
is lost in locating new camps in dif- 
ferent parte of the State. The Leg- 
islature of 1916 created a bureau of 


sanitary engineering under the State 


Board of Health, and an arrange- 
ment has been made whereby this 
bureau handles all the technical 
sanitation problems that were for- 
merly considered by the engineer 
employed by the Immigration and 
Housing Commission. 

As a part of its activ‘ties the bu- 
reau has co-operated with the com- 
mission in a campaign against the 
pollution of streams by sewage and 
refuse from camps and towns. The 
mining division of the safety depart- 
ment of the Industrial Accident 
Commission has also co-operated in 
the work of improving conditions in 
the mines throughout the State. 
Housing and sanitation reports of 
the mining communities are made 
several times a year by the inspect- 
ors. Letters, based on these reports, 
are sent to the mine operators, and 
subsequently reinspections follow, 
with the result that it has been pos- 
sible to reach and enforce the law in 
isolated mining camps. 

INVOLVES. PUBLIC H 


A similar co-operative arfange- 
ment with the Industrial Welfare 
Commission has been productive of 
excellent results in connection with 
labor camps at canneries. One fea- 
ture of the report shows that labor 
camps are so scattered, and in many 
instances located at points remote 
from centers of population, that it 
is difficult to arouse general interest 
in camp sanitation or to make the 
people realize that there is a close 
connection between the public health 
problems in every community and 
the health problems of more than 
60,000 migratory workers in labor 
camps who dyell alternately in 
cities, towns and camps. 

In its report the Immigration and 
Housing Commission states that the 
bureau of complaints “in some re- 
spects is the most important depart- 
ment of its work.“ This bureau was 
established to secure justice for im- 
migrants and learn from them their 
common or general problems. More 
than 7000 complaints and applica- 
tions have been handled by this de- 
partment. Fraudulent land sales 
and employment agencies are two of 
the principal sources of complaints, 
although a large variety of other 
troubles are brought to the attention 
of representatives of the commis- 
elon. 

The following Is from a paper re- 
cently published by one of the com- 
missioners, to explain the purpose 
of the bureau: 

“A question, which more than 
once we have had to answer is, ‘why 
should the State devote special at- 
tention to the immigrant? Haven't 
we our Own poor, our own exploited, 
among the native born? And aren’t 
they just as worthy of protection as 
the alien? In fact, doesn’t our duty 
demand that we serve our own? 
Should not charity begin at home?’ 

“Our State may justify itself from 
at least three different points. The 
act creating our commission does 
not intend that a special favor be 
accorded the foreigner. But the 
stranger, ignorant of our laws, our 
customs, and often our language, 
upon arrival finds himself beset by 
innurnerable handicaps. The re- 
moval of these tends to place him 
upon an equality with those longer 
resident here. There is no favorit- 
ism in this; merely an attempt to 
establish a measure of justice. 

‘Ordinarily, the immigrant is so 
situated that he becomes an easy 
prey to exploiters, that he finds it 
almost impossible to get on his feet 
economically; misfortune drags him 
into the overcrowded quarters of our 
slums, those breeding places of dis- 
ease, immorality, crime and ignor- 
ance; education in English and civics 
is almost impossible for him to at- 
tain. Such a man is not on the 
road to becoming a useful citizen. 
Unguided and unprotected, he may 
become a menace. The correction 
of these evils is no more than a mat- 
ter of our own self-protection. Our 
efforts primarily are in the direction 
of our own welfare. From this view- 
point the immigrant its only an in- 
cident in our activities. But the tm- 
migrant is not merely a potential 
menace from whom we must pro- 
tect ourselves. With the proper en- 
couragement he may become a posi- 
a source of benefit to our civiliza- 

on.“ 


LESSON FROM WAR. 


Immigration education is another 
subject that is dealt with at some 
length in the report, which em- 
pPhasizes the fact that the European 
war has resulted in an awakening to 
the need of better education for im- 
migrants. This work is being ac- 
complished through the _ establish- 


ment of evening classes in English 


and citizenehip, and with the co- 
operation of the California Federa- 
tion of Women's Clubs, the Immigra- 
tion and Housing Commission is now 
making a survey of the State. 

The commission has also been 
given the support of the California 
chapters of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, in making in- 
vestigations and furnishing sugges- 
tions for the things needed in the 
way of citizenship instruction for 
aliens from various boards of edu- 
cation. This organization, the re- 
port says, has decided to make this 
cause its principal work for the 
next year, belleving it to be a 
patriotic duty and an effective way 
of developing loyalty to the United 
States. The chapters of the State 
organization are collecting data con- 
cerning the number of unnaturalized 
immigrants in the various communi- 
ties, and the educational facilities 
available for them. 

is data will be checked by the 
commission's investigators and 
then the local chapters will assist the 
commission in, first, inducing. the 
education authorities to adopt any 
plans that may seem necessary to 
establish courses in citizenship, and, 
second, in indueing the local courts 
to admit to citizenship the immi- 
grants who secure diplomas in these 
courses.

housing conditions in this State. It 
is stated, however, that every city 
and each community must assume 
responsibility for enforcing the laws 
and improving these conditions. 

In order to draft a housing law 
which will meet the actual existing 
conditions and which will represent 
the best thought on these matters in 
the State,” the report says, “the 
commission is organizing a series of 
conferences, to. be known as the 
‘Housing Institute.’ Official dele- 
gates from the larger cities and 
towns will meet with the commis- 
sion and with experts employed by 
the commission, six or seven times 
before the next session of the Legis- 
lature, to discuss a general State 
housing code. It is proposed to 
make necessary revisions of the 
tenement and hotel laws, and to com- 
bine these laws with a general 
dwelling-house law under one com- 
pact, general law or code.” 

In the report it is stated that if 
the cities take up this work in a 
sincere and enthusisastic manner, 
the institute will be of great educa- 
tional value and it will be possible 
to obtain the support of builders 
and contractors in every part of the 
State. It is planned to invite rep- 
resentatives from hotel organiza- 
tions, builders’ organizations and 
real estate boards to discuss the 
problems, in order to convince them 
that they should welcome and not 
oppose housing laws, and to show 
them that safe, well-ventilated, san- 
itary homes are less expensive and 
more profitable investments than un- 
safe, dark atid unsanitary houses. 

PROBLEM OF UNEMPLOYED. 

The final chapter of the report 
points out that the “problems of 
immigration and unemployment are 


inseparable cause every immigrant 
is, by reason of the Federal con- 


tract law, a member of the army of, 


the unemployed as soon as he ar- 
rives in the United States.” 


It is stated that the problem of 


general unemployment recurs and 
that there always exists a problem of 
unemployment for a few, as well as 
the question of how to handle the 
ever-present unemployables,““ yet 
these problems, according to the 
commission, receive consideration 
only when conditions become acute 
and a climax is reached. 

The rapid and “wasteful turn-over 
of labor” is given as a convincing 
argument in favor of the continua- 
tion and development of the free 
State employment bureau and the 
labor camp sanitation work, as a 
means of making the employment of 
such workers less irregular, “for 
much of this shifting and periodical 
employment is caused by the fee- 
splitting of private employment of- 
fices and by the dissatisfaction of 
the workers with unsanitary living 
conditions.“ 

A summary of the work done 
throughout the State in furnishing 
temporary relief is given, and recom- 
mendations are made to ameliorate 
conditions and help solve many of 
the industrial problems of the un- 
employed.

England has not Raised Army the 
North did in Civil War. 

{Army and Navy Journal:] The 
British isles have a population of 
about 45,000,000, Leaving aside the 
recruits gained under Lord Derby’s 
plan, who are recruits in name only, 
not yet under training, the British 
have actually enlisted by the volun- 
tary system something more an 
8,000,000 men. This means one man 
in fifteen of the total population, or 
on the basis of the military popula- 
tion consists of one-fifth of the total 
population, it means 3,000,000 men 
out of 9,000,000, or a proportion of 
one man in three. 

Now the population of the north- 
ern States at the time of the Civil 
War was slightly more than 22,000,- 
000, say half the population of the 
British isles, and we enrolled a total 
of 2,866,000 soldiers, according to 
the official records of the War De- 
partment, slightly less than one- 
seventh of the total population, as 
compared with one-fifteenth for 
Great Britain. 
a military population of 4,600,000 in 
the North—Which is the estimate 
made by Woodrow Wilson in his 
“History of the American People“ 
this means that much more than 
half of the men capable of bearing 
arms were called. Sixty per cent. 
would be an understatement, Great 
Britain has a long way to go before 
she can equal these figures. 


Wind Watches by Motor. 
[Indianapolis News:] While the 
winding of one’s watch would seem 
to call for only a small amount of 
energy, it assumes a significant as- 


pect when multiplied several hun- 
dred times, as in the instance of a 
watch - repairing concern in New 
York City, part of whose work it is 
to wind 700 watches or more each 
day. To facilitate the work the 
firm uses an electric motor which 
drives a small, felt-lined socket 
through friction drive. It is only 
necessary to start the motor and 
hold the stem of a watch against 
the felt-lined socket to wind the 
timepiece. When the watch is 
wound the tightened spring over- 
comes the pressure between the 
motor pulley and the friction disk, 
with the result that slipage takes 
place.

PERILOUS BALLOON RIDE 


[London News:] Nobody has par- 


ticular envy for the man who 


jumps from a balloon by means of 
a parachute at a country circus. 
Therefore one must feel a thrill at 
the thought of such a jump made 
over the battlefield of Verdun, where 
the parachute and its human freight 
presents a target for the enemy fire. 


Such a jump was made by a young 
French lieutenant when a captive 


oon broke away and threatened 
to fall inside the German lines, 


bringing either capture or death to 


its commander. 


At the time of his adventure the 
lieutenant was engaged in making 
observations from the “sausage,” as 


such balloons are called. He had not 


been up long when the steel hawser 


which connected him with the earth 
was cut by a German shell. At once 
the balloon started toward the Ger- 


man trenches, fanned along by a 


south wind. The wwrd of the ac- 
cident spread through the French 
lines and the soldiers watched the 
—— growing smaller in the dis- 


ce. 

Although four aeroplanes started 
in pursuit of the “sausage” there ap- 
peared to be little hope of their be- 
ing able to aid the unfortunate lleu- 
tenant. Just as the balloon got so 
far away that it was no longer pos- 
sible to see the basket, a speck was 
seen to part from the balloon, which 


shot up 1000 feet with the extra 


weight removed. Suddenly the little 
speck appeared to be pulled up in 
midair, and observers through their 
glasses could see that it was a man 
with a parachute. A cheer went up 
as the men realized what had hap- 
pened, but a full ten miuutes of sus- 


pense lasted as the man became the 


target for the fire from the German 
lines until he was safe on the ground 
not far from the French fort. 


The young officer, in describing his 


experience, said: “The first intima- 


tion that something had gone wrong 
was when I felt a slight shock. I 
thought the telephone cable had 
parted. All at once I became aware 
that the other balloons were grow- 
ing smaller and I grasped the fact 
that I was adrift. A glance at my 
barometer tok I was already 5000 


feet up. 


“I tried to pull the cord working 
the hydrogen automatic control, but 
it became tangled and refused to 


work. I tried to climb up to it, but 
failed. Then I feared I was lost. 


My first thought was to destroy my 


papers, then I thought of blowing my 
brains out to avoid falling into the 
hands of the Boches. Then, however, 
Why not try 
the parachute? I had to be quick, 
too, for I was now 11,000 feet up. 
“The cord which was tied around 
my body was sixty-five feet long, so 
I had to jump that distance into the 
void before the box containing the 


parachute would open and set it 


free. For a few seconds I held onto 


the car with my hands. Then I 


let go. I must have dropped over 
100 feet before the parachute un- 
furled, and it was not an agreeable 


sensation. But after that I did pot 


mind and was able to look about me. 
_, “After a time I felt a sensation of 
complete security. When I was only 
about 2000 feet from the earth I 
became aware that the wind was car- 
rying me toward the eGrman lines. 
Then I lost consciousness. In the in- 
tervals that it returned I realized I 


was under fire, but I was not. hurt 


by any bullets, When I finally land- 


ed I discovered I was about 300 yards 


from the enemy. I had been twenty 
minutes in falling and was only 
slightly bruised. However, I am not 
anxious to try it again.”

VERITABLE king of the only

possible to get legally divorced 
at less trouble and expense than to 
get married, ruler of approximately 
100,000 Ifugao-Igorrotes and head 
hunters, Samuel T. Casey arrived 
at the Angelus yesterday to rest-— 
for a time—his Irish brow from the 
weight of the crown. 

Back in the Ifugao territory, seven 
days’ travel by mule train from the 
end of the railway, the toothless 
priest in the village of Kiangan, 
Ifugadé, P. I., will pray into the “sky 
world,” the souls of departed vil- 
lagers, wnassisted by the erstwhile 
king who will be doing the fox-trot 
in St. Louts, his native city. 

King Casey, or First Lieut. Samuel 
T. Casey, as he is carried on the 
roster of the Philippine Constabu- 
lary, is in charge of the native garri- 
son at one of the most out of the 
way places in the Islands. With the 
nearest white person several days’ 
travel distant, for several years he 
has presided over the destinies of 
the Ifugao tribes. 

These peculiar persons, he says, 
have no written language, villages 
separated from each other by only a 
few miles, are unable to understand 


forty-five native soldiers, in their 
head-hunting proclivities, the vari- 
ous village chiefs still regard the 


eyes and occasionally return from a 
stealthy midnight sporting excursion 
with additional trophies of their 
hunting prowess. 

Perhaps the most unusual feature 
of the duties performed by Lieut. 
Casey occurs in connection with the 
tribal customs and ceremonies at- 
tending the marriage, divorce or 
death of his wards. Regardless of 
the nature of the occasion the pro- 
cedure is much the same, Lieut. 
Casey says. 

A festival, or “canao” as it is 
called in Ifugao, is announced. Those 
invited are the relatives and friends 
of the dead person, if the occasion 
is a funeral, or of the bride and 
groom if a wedding. The attendance 
of the priest of the village is con- 
sidered a necessity, and it is a time 
honored belief that if King Casey 
does not preside at the gathering, 
misfortune will follow the principal 
or principals. 

If the wedding or funeral is one 
of importance, Lieut. Casey says, a 
caribou is killed in the presence of 
the assembled guests, the priest dips 
his fingers in the blood, smears his 
\face and chants drunken prayers of 
vengeance on the enemies of the

After the three brides arrived in 
Nippon, their husbands heard noth- 
ing more of them. Money was sent 
for the return, but it came back. 
None of the women knew the oth- 
ers, but they all acted the same. 

Their relief at being again in 
Japan turned them against life in 

erica. They did not write to 
their husbands. At first the three 
men worked regularly. At night 
they gathered in the Japanese cafes 
and dissipated to kill their distress 

Then R. Suzuki abandoned his 
needie and became a wreck. Next 
J. Suzuki went wrong in his head 
The two Suzukis weuld go around 
together, filled with wine and native 
drink, babbling their woes. 

Last Immamura gave up and 
joined them.

Plants from Mountains and Woodlands Now Blooming 
in Gorgeous Profusion Here — Display is Complete, 
Beautiful and of Education al Value. ; 


LORAL beauties of the wood- 
lands of California have been 
Brought to Los Angeles and 

theusands of native plants 

are Diossoming profusely and gor- 
geousty in a five-Acre tract in Ex- 
position Park. From the Sierra Ne- 
vada, from the desert plains, from 
forest recesses 

these wondrously tinted and deli- 
Gately formed wild flowers have 


been Drought so that anybody can 


gee them by taking a short car ride. 

Hundreds of people admired them 
yesterday and thousands more will 
ge as soon as the existence of this 
multi-hued woodland patch in the 
heart of the city becomes more 
widely known. 

The flowers, together with hun- 
rec of fine specimens of native 
California trees and shrubs, were 
planted last year as a part of the

The California blossom 
can stand the closest inspection, re- 
vealing more and rarer charms the 
more thoroughPy it is examined. Al- 
go these blossoms from the wilds of 
the State present a series of color 
tones unlike any to be found in cul- 
tivated flowers. 

For instance, there is the sticky 
monkey-flower, which bears its 
blossoms in trusses that grow by 
the hundreds on every plant. It is 
a sort of salmon buf. difficult to 
describe and uniquely beautiful. The 
thistle sage, found in some portions 
of this county ts of an exquisite 
lavender tint with its edges frilled 
with white and having scarlet sta- 
mens. 


At the park are tens of thousands 
of baby blue eyes. There are great 
patches of wild heliotrope. The 
violet nightshade is in bloom now 
and the scarlet larkspur will flower 
a little later. The fuschia flowering 
gooseberry plant presents a striking- 
ly attractive appearance with its 
bright scarlet flowers. 


POPPIES THAT BLAZE. 


The poppies, of which there are 
many at the park, fairly blaze with 
their vivid orange coloring, putting 
to shame the cultivated species, 
while yellow mountain daisies have 
been brought from the Sierra Ne- 
vada to yield their wonder of color. 
The California nutmeg tree, of 
which there are only a few in South- 
ern California, is another attraction. 
Bear Valley has contributed the 
wild geranium. Torrey pine trees, 
now almost extinct, have been 
transplanted from San Diego coun- 
ty. There are also redwood trees, 
pine trees and oaks. 


From Northern California has been 
brought the blazing star. There are 
also scariet penstemons, blue pens- 
temons, the San Diego lilac, the red- 
leaved barberry, an evergreen flow- 
with waxy, fragrant 

gilias, Canterbury 
bells, yellow Violets, fragrant shoot- 
ing stars and scores of other flow- 
ering plants and shrubs, most of 
which are not commonly known. 

The wild flower tract is in the 
southeastern corner of the park and 
can be reached by the Grand-avenue 
cariine. From the line at Santa 
Barbara avenue and Figueroa street 
it is only a short walk down the 

igueroa-street side of the park.

the debts incurred in 1902 and 1904 
for the purpose of purchasing and 
improving such system, will subject 
them to the additional burden and 
liability of covering into the city 
treasury $8,750,000 already paid, and 
many more millions yet to be paid 
by the city, out of tax ns on 
its aqueduct debt. 

(e) Property owners of this city 
who have been taxed for water 
works purposes, have had their full 
reward, and more, in the enhance- 
ment of values that has come with 
the provision of an adequate water 
supply. Notwithstanding this fact, ' 
the new charter would enable the 
city to confer an additional benefit 
upon them, at the expense of the 
water consumers, by compelling the 
latter to pay into the asury an 
amount equal to such es, to be 
used for general municipal purposes, 
thus relieving the taxpayer, but put- 
ting the burden on the water con- 
sumer. 

Such a licy would be opposed 
to and might defeat the reduction of 
water rates, which is favored by the 
existing charter, and this with the 
other objections already urged is 
sufficient ground for defeating the 
new charter.

valid or take effect.” 

The section is absurd enough in 
providing that the ordinance shall 
be published “in the English lan- 
guage.”

Rev. C. Ellwood Nash, D. D., pas- 
tor of the Universalist Church, spoke 
yesterday on “How Can God Allow 
Such Things?” He said: 

“This question is old as faith, as 
douht, as evil and sorrow. But mul- 
titudes are asking it today who 
never wondered before. The plunge 


tof civilization into the vortex of war 


is the prompter m many cases. But 
there are wider and deeper causes. 
A new attitude 
faith and system. It is one of the 
audacities of freedom. We have en- 
couraged the mind to reason, to 
think, to investigate, and now we 
have to face the consequences. 
Whether the question voices the 
agony of personal struggle for spir- 
itual breath or the sneering cynicism 
of contemptuous dissent, we ought 
to deal with it, not only patiently 
but respectfully and honorably. 

“It is evident that the real ques- 
tion is as to the existence of God, 
or at least as to the character which 
is commonly ascribed to him. Now, 
this is a question of fact, not senti.« 
ment. So far as it is possible to 
get at the fact, that, and not opinion 
or desire, is the conclusion of the 
matter. Our liking or liking, our 
agreement or dissent, will not alter 
the realities. If there is a God he 
does not have to defer to our no- 
tions; he remains true to himself, 
and it is our part, not his, to seek 
adjustment. Nor is it probable that 
he can square himself with our con- 
ceptions, since at the best we see in 
part and reason but lamely. The 
length, breadth, and depth of his de- 
signs preclude our understanding 
them fully; mystery and even ap- 
parent contradiction are no final 
ground for our sitting in judgment 
on ways. 

“Let us recognize clearly that the 
existence of God, as a point of faith, 
is not just an assumption, but a de- 
duction from premises and an in- 
dustion from data. It stands as an 
hypothesis on the same footing in 
Philosephy and in science as other 
familiar and generally accepted 
hypotneses, such as gravitation, the 
atom, the theory of heat and light, 
the conservation of matter and of 
force. None of these is demon- 
strable in an experimental way; and 
all of them are subject to whatever 
doubt may spring from certain un- 
digested remainders of fact which 
have not yet n harmonized with 
them. From time to time some one 
ventures to call even these general- 
izations to book. Even the spheric- 
ity of our giove and its orbital mo- 
tion around the sun are challenged 
with no little parade of argument 
and assertion. But these counter- 
blasts do not agitate us much, per- 
haps in part because we have no 
strong personal interest in the de- 
cision: otherwise we might experi- 
ence some uneasiness when the radi- 
cals come down like a wolf on the 


fold.” 

REV. CYLDE SHEPARD. 

MT. HOLLYWOOD CHURCH. 
OUT OF rope UNCERTAINTY WILL SPRING 
SOME GREAT, IMMEASURARLE CHANGE IN 
WORLD LIFE OF VAST SIGNIFICANCE. 
Rev. Clyde Shepard spoke before 
large congregation at Mt. Holly- 
wood Congregational Church yester- 
day, taking as his text Christian 
Preparedness.” He said there was 
a great diversity of opinion as to 
the result of the world’s present 
restlessness, but that the world 
needs America and American ideas:

“All thoughtful persons are agreed 
in one opinion concerning today's 
vast world movements.

“But all are agreed upon this one 
thing: These days laden with 
tremendous significance to the ma- 
terial and spiritual welfare of hu- 
manity. Nobody doubts but that out 
of today’s clouded uncertainty will 
spring some great, immeasurable 
change in world lire.”

To wait until they 
were emptied: Thomas of his doubt, 
Peter of his vacillation, the sons of 
thunder of their temper, until Christ 
could be all in all. And then into 
their present littleness, came the 
tongue of fire which swept their hest- 
tation into a flame of fervid witness 
and sent them strong heroes and 
heroines into the vast world to un- 
dertake the campaign for Christ. 
At Pentecost, the Spirit was mani- 
fested especially in the endowment 
of power. In every Christian, there 
are capabilities for service, not 
dreamed of. To be emptied of self 
by a full giving of self to Christ is 
to enable the Holy Spirit to fill the 
life with power for witness and serv- 
ice. Is not this a primary need of 
the church always? ‘They were all 
together with one accord in one 
place.’ Togetherness, love, unity of 
aim and spirit—what a preparation 
for a forward movement! Their 
eyes turned on Christ, who had 
so recently left them, so soon 
to be with them. What a trans- 
figuration of temper and thought! 
And waiting for Him to lead and 
use them, 30 indeed could He fill 
them! And so would He come into 
our feebleness with His mightiness 


RABBI EDGAR F. MAGNIN. 
TEMPLE B'’NAI B’RITH. 
EDUCATION MEANS A CONCEPTION OF THINGS 
BEAUTIFUL, MUSIC, ART AND LITERATURE 
AND REVERENCE FOR GOOD WORKS. 

Education in its broadest mean- 
ing was the subject of a discourse 
by Rabbi Edgar F. Magnin at Temple 
B'nai B'rith Friday evening. He 
summed up: 

“When is an educated man not an 
educated man? This question which 
we have chosen as the subject of our 
sermon this evening is a paradox, 
an apparent contradiction in terms: 
for one asks, how can a man be 
educated and uneducated at the) 
same time. Our reply is that one 
can not be both at the same time. 
but-that one may be regarded as an 
educated man and at the same time 
be very much lacking in the requis- 
ites of a complete education. ‘ 

“We generally speak of a man 
being ‘educated’ when he has grad- 
vated from the university and can 
show a sheepskin with B. A. after 
his name. But many a B. A, is not 
an edutated man and many a Ph. 
D. is very much lacking in many of 
the qualities that are essential to 
education. 

“Book knowledge is necessary to 
education because books are the keys 
to the hearts and the souls of great 
men. Memory does not mean intel- 
lect. The result of a college educa- 
tion ought to be that the man and 
woman who leaves the college walis 
ought to go out to the world with 
his logical intellect trained. He ought 
to be a thinker. 

“In addition to being a thinker. 
the truly educated man or woman 
ought to have the emotional side of 
his or her intellect trained. He must 
be appreciative of good things, of 
music, literature, art, he must be 
endowed with a spirit of reverence 
for all good things. 

“But even with the logical and 
emotional faculties cultivated, the 
truly educated person must have 
something more. Unless the moral 
sense is cultivated, we are hardly 
to be called educated.” 


REV. J. KE. ENMAN, 
EAST CONGREGATIONAL. 
GOP HOLDs Us TO OUR REST AND THAT IN- 

DES WHAT WE ARE BY NATURE 

AND BY HIS GRACE. 
“Held to Our Rest,“ was the sub- 
ject which Rev J. E. Enman dis- 
cussed yesterday morning at the 
East Congregational Church, His 
text was The vessel that he made of 
clay was marred in the hands of 
the potter; so he made it again an- 
other vessel, as it seemed good to 
the potter to make it.” Jeremiah 
xvili:4. He spoke in part as fol- 
lows: 

“One of the really great educators 
of our country has a decidedly in- 
teresting chapel address on ‘Second 
Uses of Men,’ built upon this text. 
He takes the view that when the pot- 
ter found the article marred in the 
making, he made one of an inferior 
kind out of the same clay.

Racial Damess. 
MENACE OF THE UNFIT. 


The Better Types of Men are Lost 
in Any War and there will be 
Need for Checking Multi- 
plication of the 
Unfit, 


[New York Sun:] The racial dam- 
age which has been done to the 
people of Europe by the killing and 
maiming of the higher types of man- 
hood was discussed recently by Maj. 
Leonard Darwin, a son of Charles 
Darwin, the naturalist, at a meet- 
ing of the Royal Statistical Society 
in London. 

In the course of his paper on The 
Statistical Inquiries Needed after the 
War in Connection with Eugenics,” 
Maj. Darwin stated that the British 
casualties might be about 6% per 
cent, of all the fighting men avail- 
able, while those of the Germans 
were about 20 or 30 per cent. 

Maj. Darwin stated that unques- 
tionably the war was killing off the 
better types of men. He pointed 
out that the active causes of the 
racial damage would not cease with 
the war, because the birth rates of 
the higher types would continue to 
be adversely affected. Only those 
born in the last eighteen years 
would be entirely undamaged by the 
war, he said, and it would be in- 
creasingly necessary during the next 
twenty years to emphasize the fact 
that in cases where both parents are 
fairly healthy, it is unpatriotic and 
immoral to limit the size of the 
family, except in vie wof bringing 
the children up in comfort. 

He stated that the racial damage 
would be at its worst when peace 
was declared. The checking of the 
multiplication of the unfit would 
never be more needed than then, he 
added. 

Prof, Arthur Keith, conservator of 
the museum and Hunterian profes- 
sor of the Royal College of. Sur- 
geons, when interviewed on the sub- 
ject at the Royal College of Sur- 
geons by a representative of the Pall 
Mall Gazette, said he was not aware 
of the existence of any statistics 
which went to show that the stature 
of the French nation diminished 
after the Napoleonic wars. 

“It is,“ he said, “a very important 
question how far the physical and 
mental condition of the nation will 
be affected by the war. I do not 
believe there is any basis fer the in- 
ferences which were drawn from 
the Napoleonic wars. 

“The question is: Are we losing 
our best men? There is no doubt 
we are losing our bravest men. The 
men of the highest physical courage, 
of the highest patriotism, have 
volunteered, but have these men left 
children behind? If they have, ahd, 
of course, we know they have, then 
the nation cannot be affected as a 
whole. 

“It should be remembered that 


our males up to the age of 18 re- 


main untouched and that part of 
the population cannot be injured. 
What, however, must be the condi- 
tion of Germany? It I look around 
I see twenty-five families within my 
own knowledge who have been hit, 
but If a German professor looks 
around he will be able to count ten 
times as many. 

“There is another point to con- 
sider, The men who are most emi- 
nently fitted for our modern civiliza- 
tion —for our industrial civilization 
re not the bravest men of the na- 
ion at all. The extremely brave 
man is of no use in business what- 
ever; he is of no use in industrial 
life. It is nonsense to talk about 
war being the cause of the ca- 
tastrophe of eliminating the best 
men. 

Warfare goes on in the industrial 
world, but the warfare of the indus- 
trial world is waged by competition, 
not bravery. In the one case it is 
physical courage, bravery, that

EUROPE WONDERS AT US. 


Will Our Maneuvers Again Excite 
Laughter of the World? 

[New York Commercial:] When 
the Spanish gunboat Tornado in 
1873 captured the American tramp 
steamer Virginius with a crowd of 
American filibusters on board who 
were going to Cuba to take part in 
one of the numerous revolutions 
fifty-seven of them were shot by 
order of the Spanish Governor at 
Santiago de Cuba. Our navy had 
fallen into disrepair and was in- 
ferior to that of Spain, so Washing- 
ton exchanged notes with Madrid for 
a few weeks while the rest of the 
world watched the fun. Spain 
apologized but did not salute the 
American flag because the Virginius 
was a sort of pirate and had no 
right to fly it. 

We had no good cause for war 
with Spain then, but some of: our 
maneuvers excited the laughter of 
the world. Spain possessed a new 
cruiser, the Arapilis, one of the fin- 
est and fastest then afloat. She was 
in dock for repairs at Norfolk, Va., 
where the filibusters were shot, but 
was fit for sea, Before her com- 
mander could get up steam and take 
her out a big lighter filled with 
stone sank at the mouth of the 
dock, by accident, of course, and the 
wreckers fussed about but failed to 
raise her until the crisis was past. 
The Spaniards reciprocated by tow- 
ing the old Virginius back to Ameri- 
can waters but were unable to de- 
liver her for she sank just outside 
the three-mile line just as myste- 
riously as the stone boat had done. 
Over in Europe they are wonder- 
ing what extra precautions we will 
take to prevent the Kronprinz Wil- 
helm and Prinz Eitel Friedrich from 
slipping out of Norfolk where the 
stone boat held Spain's best cruiser 
forty-three years ago, if our rela- 
tions with the Teutonic Powers be- 
come strained. In 1873 we could 
have recruited a large army of vet- 
erans though our navy had fallen 
back from first place to fifth or sixth 
in eight years. Today our navy is 
in better shape but we have no army 
worth mentioning. Europe cannot 
understand why we take such 
chances, and is still more at sea re- 
garding the conflict, between Con- 
gress and the President over reason- 
able preparedness and the rights of 
citizens to sail the high seas on any 
merchantman.

Saw TO CUT GRANITE. 
Uses Chiiled Iron Shot and will Sink 


Six Inches an Hour. : 

{Lynn (Mass.) Item:] Otto Tong- 
berg, foreman for George F. Ames 
and Company, granite and marble 
manufacturers, No. 390 Broadway, 


has recently invented a new saw 
used in the cutting of huge slabs 
of granite, which, it is expected, 
will in time revolutionize the granite 
working industry. Mr. Tongberg has 
been working on his new saw for 
the past four years, but it was not 
until last September that he saw 
his efforts crowned with success. 
The invention of Mr. Tongberg, 
it is claimed, cuts a piece of granite, 
no matter how hard it may be, ab- 
solutely true. The machine is pat- 
terned after that used in all morocco 
factories and is simple in construc- 
tion, Two uprights about six feet 
in height with a worm gearing on 
each side control the saw, allowing 
it to automatically cut through six 
inches of granite each hour. An 
electric motor furnishes power to 
drive the saw back and forth by 
means of an arm and piston. In- 


used in other granite saws, there 
are six cutting blades, each four 
inches apart, four inches in width 
and eight inches long. The cutting, 


operation, is accomplished by the 
use of chilled iron shot and a 
stream of constantly flowing water. 
The machine does away with the 
services of three men, as but one is 
necessary to keep the cutting groove 
well supplied - with shot. It cuts 
smooth, and in further finishing, but 
one hammering is needed instead of 
two or three, as was formerly re- 
quired to finish the stone. It. saves 
a great amount of stone, as there 
was much waste in cutting a stone 
of certain dimensions from a block 
of rough stock.

Magnetic Car Couplings. 
A new type of switch engine 
brought out by a Swiss inventor is 
equipped with electro - magnetic 


_ | Couplings which eliminate much of 


the danger that such work ordinart- 
ly involves for railroad workers and 
at the same time greatly facilitates 
the work, A special locomotive of 
the storage-battery type is used. 
Instead of the usual.iron buffers, 
two iron cylinders are placed at 
either end just the proper position 
for them to come into contact with 
the iron buffers on the cars. Around 
each of these cylinders whose faces 
are dished somewhat is a coil of in- 
sulated copper wire. When an elec- 
tric current flows through these 
coils the cylinders of course become 
powerful electro-magnets, each one 
having a grip of 3800 pounds when 
= proper contact with an iron buf- 
er.

its political institutions, with the 
conviction rapidly assuming form 
that, so far from being able unhest- 
tatingly to realize the democratic 
ideals of the Occident, China for the 
present is constrained to aim less 
at liberty than at power, less at in- 
violability of private rights than at 
respect for ‘political authority, less 
at popular representation than at a 
genuine efficiency in government, 
One by one must be solved the prob- 
lems of China’s political existence; 
and only step by step can China, 
politically, advance. 

But changes more profound, yet 
intimately bound up with China's 
political difficulties, impend in that 
huge body social by reason of the 
changes past and still occurring in 
the world outside, In spite of Chi- 


nas century-long resistance to west- 


ern ideas, a resistance that has all 
but mired her hopelessly in ruin, it 
is inevitable that the influence of 
the West shall gain an increasing 
control over Chinese ideals, meth- 
ods and the very habits of life: The 
gravest danger may be a too pre- 
cipitate eagerness now to effect the 
changes and to reap their presump- 
tive advantages. Reform—if that be 


the word which is the fit one—can 


be of little avail unless it pene- 
trates so mugh more deeply than 
the mere outward forms of living 
that it shall touch the very well- 
springs of China’s national life.

Would Run for a Toddy. 


[Washington Post:] “Old Bill Walters 
was a great character down in Tennessee,” 
observed Col. R. M, Gates, of that State. 
“One hot afternoon a friend of Bill’s met 
him on the street, and after an exchange 
of pleasantries the friend ventured, rather 
mildly :

In other words, the strain 
may be relieved by readjustment 
due to “flow” in the mass, rather 
than by breakage. An editorial on 
this subject in the Engineering Rec- 
ord, New York, March 4, quotes sev- 
eral recent papers describing the re- 
sults of tests. We read: 

“The effect of flow in most cases 
is to change or relieve the stress 
value; where this is impossible 
there is a gradual change in the 
length of the member, continuing 
possibly for several weeks. This 
phenomenon of the flow of concrete 
may explain the abnormal stress 
conditions which apparently exist 
in some structures. Concrete roads 
and pavements constantly subject 
to expansfon and contraction, due 
to moisture and temperature, in 
many cases do not crack where 
they apparently should. Concrete 
arches may also be largely protect- 
ed from excessive temperature 
stresses by the flow of the mate- 
rial. This subject needs much in- 
vestigation to establish its exact ef- 
fect and magnitude before it should 
be considered as a factor in design. 
At present it should be used only 
as a possible explanation of certain 
deformation and stress phenomena.” 

Potash from iron Ores. 

According to an article in the 
Manufacturers’ Record by 
Catlett, an eminent chemist and ge- 
ologist, with long experience as an 
expert for many of the great steel 
corporations of the country, includ- 
ing the old Carnegie Steel Corpora- 
tion, and of later years the United 
States Steel Corporation, potash as 
a by-product in iron-making is now 
feasible to an extent which will 
greatly lessen the cost of iron pro- 
duction and make available a sup- 
ply of potash which can be in- 
creased to meet the fullest needs 
of the country, making us entirely 


vestigation to Sir Lowthian Bell's 
monumental work on the chemical 
phenomena of iron smelting and 
shows that Sir Lowthian called at- 


iron smelting. Strange to say, Sir 
Lowthian Bell's investigations and 
report on the matter seem to have 
been entirely overlooked or ignored. 
But investigations made by Mr. Cat- 
lett show the feasibility of saving 
the potash in ores wherever it is 
found and securing as a by-product 
potassium cyanide, which at present 
prices would exceed in value the 
total value of the pigiron produced. 

Taking as an illustration of what 
may be done, certain fron ores in 
Alabama which carry a large per- 
centage of potash, be states that

VAGARIES OF THE MIND. 
Data Regarding Certain Forms of 
Insanity and Their Symptoms. 
{Pictorial Review:] In some 
forms ot insanity, as in alcoholism, 
there doubtless is an inborn and 
heritable element in the way of a 
neural weakness predisposing the 
individual to modes of life which 


may end by bringing on mental dis- 
ease, But in order to become insane 


life, amd here again the saving vir- 
tue of training and environment 
may successfully be employed. Thus, 
probably thirty per cent. of the in- 
mates of our asylums for the insane 
are in asylums simply because they 
drank so much alcohol that their 
brain cells became diseased. Another 
ten per cent. owe their insanity to 
the effects of a virulent germ dis- 
ease, contracted usually through im- 
moral living. Proper training in 
childhood could have saved almost 
all of these from their living death. 
As to the remainder, a small per- 
centage are insane as the aftermath 
of typhoid fever, influenza and sim- 
llar maladies which occasionally 
cause brain deterioration by the ac- 
tion of the poisonous products of 
the disease. Worry, anxiety and 
other manifestly preventable bad 
habits of mind, account for the 
‘rest. In these last an innate pre- 
disposition” is perhaps most fre- 
quently in evidence; but to say this 
is one thing, to say that heredity 
caused the insanity is quite another. 

Again, it would de well-night im- 
possible to estimate the number of 
people who believe that tuberculosis 
is directly conveyed from parent to 
child by heredity; and I doubt not 
that among my readers there are 
many tormented with a secret fear 
that because a beloved father or 
mother died from tuberculosis, they 
themselves will inevitably perish 
from the same dire disease. Le me 
assure them that they are needless-

Even with ct to can- 
cer, concerning which so little is 
known, it seems safe to deny its di- 
rect transmissibility by heredity. 

In any event, pending more exact 
knowledge than we today possess 
respecting the causation of cancer, 
it surely is folly to terrorize our- 
selves by raising the heredity cry. 
On the contrary, in view of what has 
been discovered with regard to can- 
cer’s twin scourge, tuberculosis, we 
should confidently assume that its 
noninheritability will eventually be 
demonstrated; and that, as in the 
case of crime, vice, insanity, alco- 
holism, and disease in general, it 
will again be found that nature pro- 
vides for the next generation means 
to attain healthy, happy and use- 
tul lives,

The second 
Was Francis Marion Cockrell, who 
followed Carl Schurz in the Senate, a 
Confederate soldier succeeding a 
Stalwart German-American defender 
of the Union, and whose death had 
just occurred at the age of 81. 
Benton was a doughty personage. 
Early in his career {n a general me- 
lee he damaged Andrew Jackson and 


seen fast friends and in the Senate 
he became the most prominent rep- 
resentative of Jacksonian democ- 
racy. His adherence to the metallic 
Standard gained him the nickname 
of “Old Bullion;” his daughter mar- 
ried the “Pathfinder,” yet he op- 
posed Fremont for the Presidency; 
and in love with the West as he was 
he once declared that upon the 
highest summit of the Rockies the 
figure of Terminus should be placed 
never to be thrown town. Begin- 
ning in the Senate in 1820 he would 
have continued into a sixth term had 
not the influence of Calhoun pre- 
vented his return. 

But Missouri has the habit of pro- 
viding long-tenure Senators. Her 
third representative in such a list 
must be George G. Vest, whose eu- 
logy of the dog causes his name to 
be held in affectionate regard all 
over the world; he entered the up- 
per chamber in 1879, served con- 
tinuously for twenty-four years, and 
died in 1904. 

Few Senatorial careers surpass 
these. To Massachusetts belongs the 
proud memory of George Frisbie 
Hoar’s four and a half terms, about 
twenty-seven years of service. No 
Senator of the older or the later re- 
gime had a more dramztic life than 
Henry Clay—eppointed in 1806 for 
an unexpired term although under 
constitutional age, appointed again 
when a very young man, then serv- 
ing in the Senate from 1831 to 1843 
and unanimously chosen for another 
in 1849, after having an- 
nounced Anis own farewell six years 
John C. Calhoun’s story 
rivais that of Clay: he was in the 
Senate for about a quarter of a cen- 
tury, his last speech was read for 
him—an impressive scene it was— 
and the great champion of South 
Carolina died in the same year, 1850. 
Other long tenures come to mind, 
but most.of them sustained interrup- 
tion, as in the case of John J. 
Crittenden, and of John Sherman, 
who followed Chase when the latter 


entered Lincoln's Cabinet and him- 


self twice left the Senate to accept 
Cabinet office. In all these cases the 
constituencies have received full 
value of service and the country as 
‘a whole has profited from the ex- 
perience of long familiarity with af- 
fairs of large dimensions,

At least a half-dozen of the 
working properties have completed 
the dead work necessary to reach 
new points on known veins and at 
two or three ints the thorough 
prospecting of the shale contact 
channel will be in progress shortly, 
under conditions that afford sub- 
stantial promise of a successful out- 
come to the work. Drilling opera- 
tions have shown the position of the 
shale contact west of the main ore 
channel of the district, stimulating 
the belief that mines of importance

Goldfield Consolidated. 

Equipment will soon be on the 
ground for the new 1000-ton flota- 
tion plant of the Goldfield Consoli- 
dated Mines Company and the mill 
is being prepared for the immediate 
installation of the machinery.

IN BIG DEMAND

Over a Dozen are Now 


Built at the Bay. | 


Cost Twelve Millions; State to 


South American Fuel Market 
Bare; Ships Needed.

The over-crowding of the eastern 
shipyards, caused by the over- 
whelming demands of the war, has 
forced many oll companies operat- 
ing on the Atlantic to come to Call- 
fornia for new tank steamers, and 
builders around San Francisco Bay 
find themselves with a large num- 
ber of such ships under construc- 
tion. The Mexican Petroleum in- 
terests are the latest to place or- 
ders for two 12,000-ton tankers, one 
with the Union Iron Works, another 
with a company in Oakland. 

Other companies placing similar 
orders in California are the Stan- 
dard of New Jersey, the Standard 
of New York, the Valvoline On 
Company, the Atlantic Refining 
Company and the Standard Trans- 
portation Company, all former sub- 
eidiaries of the old Standard on 
trust. About twelve vessels are 
known to be under construction 
in eastern shipyards, contracted for 
before these became so overcrowded 
that they could take no more busi- 
ness for early delivery, and these 
ships are to remain in the Atlantic 
trade under charter to other com- 
panies as long as present condt- 
tions prevail. The Standard of 
California likewise has its biggest 
tanker, the Richmond, operating in 
the trans-Atlantic trade, under char- 
ter to the Anglo-American Ol Com- 
pany. 

REJECT HUGE PROFITS. . 

Since the war began the Union has 
sold two of its ships at good prices 
to ofl companies operating on the 
Atiantic. 80 great is the demand 
that the Mexican Petroleum hag re- 
fused to sell two of its new ships, 
vet undelivered, at prices involv- 
ing a profit of $1,000,000 on 
each. hey are too badly needed 
for the company’s own business. It 
has eight shipe in ce and thir- 
teen under construcfion at this time. 
It is doing a large business in Brazil 
and all reports from that country 
through consuls and others indicate 
it could do a much greater busi- 
ness but for the difficulties of trans- 
portation, for the fue] situation is 
serious, owing to the failure of the 
‘supply of Welsh coal, formerly in 
general use, and the high freight 
rates on what it is still possible to 
get from Europe and on American 
coal. The use of oll fuel has there- 
fore increased enormously. Similar’ 
statements apply to Argentina. The 
Mexican Petroleum or Pan-Amer!i- 
can has also big contracts for future 
delivery in Europe and elsewhere, 
for which ships are in overwhelm- 
ing demand. 

FOR THE RIVDPRS. 

Besides the above ocean-going 
steamers there have been bullt in 
California a number of oll barges 
and steamboats for service on the 
inland waters of the State. Others 
are being built constantly from time 
to time. For instance, there has 
been established along the Sacra- 
mento and San Joaquin rivers a 
system of dell of every variety 
of ofl products boat direct to 
ranchmen. 

The oll tank steamers under con- 
struction in California will cost not 
less than $12,000,000, of which by 
far the greater part will be dis- 
bursed and put into circulation in 
this State. It will go into wages for 
labor, into material, much of which 
will be California products, and into 
dividends for stockholders, a large 
number of whom are residents of 
California.

ABOLISH POSTAGE STAMPS. 


Europeans are Saving Money by 
Using Canceling Machines. 

[New York Journal of Com- 
merce:] One of the most easily ef- 
fected economies in the posta] serv- 
ice, not only of Germany, but of any 
country, would be the abolition of 
the postage stamp, the “Neuste Nach- 
richten“ of Munich points out. It 
recommends the substitution of a 
franking machine for the postage 
stamp and remarks that this change 
would save Germany nearly $25,000,- 
000 a year. 

The franking machine by a single 
operation would not only imprint 
the letter with a device indicating 
that the postal charges had been 
prepaid, but would also put on the 
postmark and obviate the necessity 
of using the cancelling machine. This 
method is already used in Bavaria 
and in New Zealand, while the Ger- 
man field post, has taught the peo- 
Ple of Germany that the change is 
entirely practicable. “The postage 
stamp,’ concludes the Nachrichten, 
‘though a great invention, is now 
obsolete. Germany has invented the 
franking system, and by developing 
it she will be doing civilization a 
great service.”

HIGH EXPLOSIVES. 


Metal of Shells is Fairly Thick and 
They are Fired with a Fuse. 


[Tit-Bits:] The shell question for 
our army in France concerns the 
supply not of shrapnel but of shells 
containing high explosives. These 
high-explosive shells are strong steel 
cases with a fuse, usually placed in 
the base. The charge employed 
may be either lyddite—which is a 
preparation of picric acid—or tri- 
nitrotoluol. 

The metal in the shell is fairly 
thick. The explosion is very violent, 
and has a thoroughly destructive ef- 
fect upon anything near the point 
where the shell explodes—concrete 
Walls, entanglements, steel shields 
for the trenches or for guns. a 
French and Germans use these 
shells to prepare the way for as- 
saults on hostile trenches, demolish- 
ing with them all obstacles. 
Shrapnel are quite different pro- 
jectiles and are serviceable against 
infantry in the open or lightly in- 
trenched, They are thin steel cases 
containing a very small charge of 
low or moderate power explosive. 
which opens the cases and liberates 
a large number of bullets in them. 
These cover an oval area as they 
scatter and kill unprotected men. 
Shrapnel are useless against forti- 
fled positions, strongly built houses 
or deep and well planned intrench- 
ments.

. ROADS IN CHINA. 


Describing the roads, or, rather, 
the lack of roads, in China and the 
torture that is undergone by the 
tourist who, used to the luxurious 
modes of travel we may employ, 
trusts himself to the uncertain joys 
of a trip in a Peking chair, a writer 
in the Wide World Magazine says: 

“Now, a Peking cart is a very ven- 
erable mode of progression. When 
our ancestors were lightly dressed in 
woad and had no conception of any 
wheeled vehicle the Chinese lady was 
paying her calls in the back of a 
Peking cart, the seat or honor under 
the tilt, well out of sight of the 
passersby, while her servant sat in 
front, the place of comfort, if such 
a word can be applied to anything 
pertaining to a Peking cart. 

“In spite of its long and aristo- 
cratic record, if there is any mode of 
progression more wearying and un- 
comfortable I have not made it. It 
is simply a springless board set on 
a couple of wheels with a wagon tilt 
of blue cotton over it and a place 
for heavy luggage behind. The 
Chinaman sits on the floor and does 
not seem to mind, but the ordinary 
westerner, like myself, packs his bed- 
ding and all the cushions he can beg 
or borrow around him and then re- 
signs himself to his fate. i 

“The Peking cart has one ad- 
vantage, people will tell you-—-it has 
nothing to break in it. But there 
are moments when it would be a 
mighty relief if something did break, 
for if the woodwork holds together 
as it tosses you from side to side 
you yourself are one sore, bruised 
mass. No; I cannot recommend a 
— cart, even on the smoothest 
road. 

“And the roads in China are not 
smooth. We all know the descrip- 
tion of the snakes in Ireland, There 
are none,“ and much the same might 
be said about the roads in China. 
There are s0-called roads, certainly, 
upon which the people move about, 
but I have seidom met one that was 
any better than the surrounding 
country, and very, very often on this 
journey I met roads where it was 
ease and luxury to move off them 
on to the neighboring plowed field. 

“The recipe for a road there in 
the north seems to be: Take a piece 
of the country that is really too bad 
to plow or to use for any agricul- 
tural purpose whatever, that 


up as too much for the water, upset 
a stone wall over it—a stone wall 
with good, large stones in it-—take 
care they never for a moment lie 
evenly, and you have your road. 

“Leaving Peking for the eastern 
tombs, you go for the first two or 
three hours along a paved way of 
magnificent proportions planned and 
laid out as a highway should be. 
The great stones with which it is 
paved were probably put there by 
slave labor, how many hundred years 
ago I do not know; but the blocks 
are uneven now, some of them are 
gone altogether, though how a huge 
block of stone could possibly disap- 
pear passes my understanding, and 
‘whenever the carter could he took 
the cart down beside the road where 
at least the dust made a cushion 
for the nall-studded wheels, and the 
jarring and the jolting were not quite 
so terrible, 

“It takes as long to get beyond 
the environs of Peking in a cart as 
it does to get out of London in a 
motor car. First we passed through 
the Babylonish gate, and the great 
walls were behind us; then, out- 
side the city, all looking dusty, dirty 
and khaki colored in the brilliant 
sunshine, were numerous small 
houses, and the wayside was lined 
with booths on which were things 
for sale, 

“Along the roadway came an end- 
less array of people, clad for the 
most part in blue cotton—men walk- 
ing, men with loads slung from a 
bamboo across their shoulders, don- 
keys laden with basket or sacks ot 
grain, with fat Chinese on their 
backs. There were Peking carts, 
there were mules, there were ponies 
and this busy throng is almost the 
same as it was a couple of thousand 


ears 

“But it was a long, long while’ be- 
fore I could fee] I was really in the 
country. There was the khaki col- 
ored land, there were the khaki col- 
ored houses, built of mud apparent- 
ly, with graceful tiled roofs, and blue 
clad people everywhere and every- 
where at work. 

“Always the fields were most beau- 
tifully tilled. There were no fences. 
The Chinese are too civilized to need 
fences, and when you see stone walls 
it is only because, since they can't 
be dropped off the planet into space, 
the stones must be disposed of some- 
how.”
